Legendary Erects 150-Foot Flagpole to Wave Old Glory 


On March 7, US Flag and Flagpole Supply LP, along 
with Legendary Marina staff, installed a 150-foot 
flagpole near Legendary Yacht Club. The towering 
flagpole flies a 40-by-70-foot American flag as a 
symbol of appreciation and unwavering patriotism. 


The pole and flag were manufactured in Beaumont, 
Texas, and traveled to Florida’s Emerald Coast on 
several 53-foot tractor-trailers. 


In April 2016, Legendary celebrated the completion 
of Wyland’s American Flag mural on the roof of 
Legendary Marina, measuring 290 feet long by 
152 feet high. The mural can be seen by the many 
servicemen who fly overhead from Eglin Air Force 
Base and Hurlburt Field during training exercises. 


While Legendary is incredibly proud of the world 
record 3.8-acre United States flag completed last 
year, the company wanted the new 150-foot flagpole 
and American flag to be seen by all entering and 
exiting Destin via the Mid-Bay Bridge. This property 
has become a gateway to both visitors and locals 
making their commute to and from work. 


“Legendary’s hope is that the flag will bring thanks 
to all those that serve or have served, and to act 
as a reminder of the great country we live in,” says 
Lindsey Lynch, Legendary Real Estate Development. 


The flagpole weighs in at around 12,500 pounds, and 
the flag clocks in at an estimated 150 pounds. The 
flag will fly most days when wind permits. Smaller 
flags will replace the large flag during inclement 
weather conditions or when circumstances call for 
the flag to be flown at half-staff.

Pranked by Democrats? No, This Ad Is All Mast

An oddly timed political commercial 
has been appearing on West Palm Beach 
television stations, aimed at voters in 
Florida’s 18th congressional district. 


The ad urges people to call Rep. Brian 
Mast and thank him for courageously 
standing with President Trump and 
working to repeal Obamacare. 


At first the commercial appears to be a 
prank hatched by Democrats in order 
to rattle Mast, a Republican newly 
elected to the U.S. House. He is a vocal 
opponent of Obamacare and did side 
with Trump factions in the narrow 215- 
213 passage of a replacement bill. 


Back home, however, Mast has been 
facing acid criticism at town hall 
meetings, which he prefers to call 
“constituent conversations.” Many of 
his constituents are angry about the 
House healthcare plan, which would 
raise insurance premiums drastically 
for many Americans over 50. 


The bill would also allow individual 
states to opt out of providing so-called 
“essential benefits” and broad coverage 
for pre-existing conditions. It would 
also let insurance companies clobber 
you with a 30 percent penalty if your 
coverage lapses for more than 63 days. 
Obviously, the last thing Brian Mast 


needs right now is for everyone living 
in his district to be reminded over and 
over that he voted for a healthcare law 
that would bankrupt lots of sick people 
and abandon others. 


So it made perfect sense that the 
Democrats would launch the “thank 
Brian Mast” commercials, just to punk 
the freshman congressman. 


Not so. Incredibly, the ads are real. 


The one that has aired throughout 
the Treasure Coast was produced by 
a group of Trump campaign staffers 
called America First Priorities, which 
was formed in January. 


America First got off to a shaky start 
when one of the six founders had to quit 
because of—big shocker—the Russia 
thing. 


His name was Rick Gates, and he’d 
served as deputy to Trump’s former 
campaign manager, Paul Manafort. 


For years Gates was a partner at 
Manafort’s lobby firm in Washington. 
When details of Manafort’s interactions 
with Russia became known, Gates was 
forced to leave America First. 


Currently, the FBI is scrutinizing 
Manafort’s contacts as part of its 
investigation of Russian interference 
in the presidential election. Neither he 


nor Gates has been charged with any 
crimes. 


Still, if you’re Brian Mast, you’d rather 
not have to explain America First’s 
mottled pedigree, or why that group is 
buying TV time on your behalf so soon 
after you were elected. 


It all goes back to the big guy in the 
White House. After the first version of 
Trumpcare failed to reach the House 
floor for a vote, the president was 
annoyed that America First had been so 
quiet during the controversy. 


Part of the reason was staffing problems, 
and part of the reason was that America 
First hadn’t raised that much money. 


Next time around, the group announced 
it would spend $3 million to buy ads 
praising 12 members of Congress 
throughout the country who were 
supporting the new edition of the 
healthcare package. 


One of those on the list was Mast. 


Whoever thought TV commercials were a 
wonderful idea evidently hadn’t attended 
any of the town-hall meetings where 
Republicans were getting their walnuts 
scorched. 


And, demographically, you couldn’t 
pick a worse media market than South 
Florida for hyping a healthcare plan that 


would jack up costs for folks in their 50s. 


Because of that America First ad, plenty 
of worried patients and their families 
now know that Mast’s office phone 
number is 202-225-3026. 


The hope was to generate positive calls, 
but not everybody wants to say thanks. 
In fact, Mast is probably tired of hearing 
from seniors with pre-existing Type 
2 diabetes, or women who won’t be 
able to get screened for cervical cancer 
at Planned Parenthood anymore, if 
Trumpcare passes. 


But that’s another irony. The House 
healthcare law hailed in the America 
First commercials has exactly zero 
chance of getting through the Senate 
intact. Changes will be significant, and 
even then there will be no guarantee 
that it passes. 


So if you’re Congressman Mast, and 
you're as weary of “conversing” with 
constituents as he appears, you should 
ask America First Priorities to pull their 
TV commercial and stop showing voters 
how to find you. 


Or at least take the darn phone number 
out of the ad. 


It’s an easy edit, only 10 numerals: 202- 
225-3026. 


You’re welcome. 


Let Me Show You How It’s Done, Mr. President. 
Signed, Tricky Dick

Dear Mr. President, 


I’ve been observing the turmoil in your 
young administration, and with each 
passing day I feel we have more in 
common. According to the Internet— 
the Wi-Fi is surprisingly good down 
here—some people are even calling you 
“Orange Nixon.” 


That’s not a compliment to either of us. 


I’d like to offer some guidance that 
might save you from wrecking your 
presidency, the way I wrecked mine. 


Last week you abruptly fired James 
Comey, the FBI director, which is 
something even I didn’t try during 
the Watergate scandal. The highest- 
ranking official I ever canned was 
the special prosecutor—some geeky 
Harvard law professor—and still it blew 


up big-time in my face. 


The Democrats, and even many 
Republicans, accused me of trying to 
stop the investigation of the Watergate 
burglary and cover-up. That’s exactly 
what I was doing, of course, the same way 
you're trying to stop the investigation of 
your Russia connections. 


Hey, I don’t blame you. I know what 
it’s like to be hiding something sketchy 
when your enemies are closing in like 
jackals. 


Mr. President, nobody disputes your 
authority to replace Comey. But take 
it from someone who’s been there, the 
way you handled this was a slop show. 
Comey found out not from you but 
from a TV bulletin during a meeting 
with FBI employees in California. And 
the dismissal letter you sent was an 
amateur hack job. Even a cold jerk like 
me wouldn’t have signed it. 


You publicly demeaned a career law- 
enforcement official, and these people 
stick together. Even agents who weren’t 
Comey fans feel as if the FBI itself has 
been insulted. 


Like you, Mr. President, I used to think: 
I’m the boss, and I'll do whatever the 
hell I want. 


And, like you, I’d often lay it off on 
somebody else. My two wingmen, Bob 
Haldeman and John Ehrlichman, loved 
playing the bad guys. 


But this is one harsh lesson I learned 
from Watergate: It’s really stupid for 
a sitting president to piss off the FBI. 


Profoundly, indefensibly, self- 
destructively stupid. 


Because here’s the thing about FBI 
agents, Mr. President: They know lots 
of stuff about you. 
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And the stuff they don’t know, they can 
find out. That’s what they’re trained to 
do, and they’re good at it. 


And all this stuffP It goes into files. 
And those files get copied, classified, 
recopied and sent to this department 
or that department. The FBI is big, with 
lots of places to store secrets. 


I remember sitting in the Oval Office 
thinking, “No problem. I'll just order 
my attorney general to put an end to 
this Watergate nonsense right now.” 


Me, foolishly imagining that all the 
shady stuff they had on me and 
my staff could be collected and 
shredded—or deleted as easily as the 
expletives in the transcripts of my 
White House tapes. 


Wow, was I wrong.

Just last week, the rock ‘n roll world 
lost an amazing artist and human 
being. 


Chris Cornell was famously known 
as the frontman for three successful 
bands of the “90s and early 2000s— 
Temple of the Dog, Soundgarden and 
Audioslave. His voice was critically 
acclaimed as one of the all-time best 
in rock. In addition to writing songs 
that have profoundly touched the 
lives of countless fans, Cornell spent 
millions protecting innocent children 
around the world and was also known 
for raising money for a variety of 
worthy causes. 


Despite his generosity and 
philanthropy, his achievements on 
stage and in the studio, and his 
deep love for his wife and children, 
this compassionate man took his 
life last week at the early age of 52, 
after performing with Soundgarden 
in Detroit. 


Mental illness is a serious threat in 
the United States and all over the 
world. About 42.5 million, or one in 
five, adults suffer from mental illness 
annually in the United States, including 
conditions such as bipolar disorder, 
schizophrenia, drug addiction and 
depression. Rates of youth depression, 
including severe depression, have 
increased from 8.5 percent in 2011 to 
11.1 percent in 2014 


People who are depressed or have a 
mental illness are less likely to seek

help compared to someone suffering 
from a physical ailment. Eighty 
percent of depressed youth in the 
U.S. go without treatment or receive 
insufficient treatment. 


For depressed adults, 56 percent 
go without receiving help in this 
country. Vermont, a state that has 
been rated as having the best access 
to mental healthcare, has 43 percent 
of adults with a mental illness not 
receiving treatment. 


With the dismal implications of the 
American Healthcare Act, those 
seeking help will have a significantly 
harder time acquiring it in the 
United States. Twenty-four million 
Americans will lose their public or 
private health insurance by 2026 
under the new proposed plan. 
Millions of those losing coverage are 
people that endure serious mental 
illnesses. 


An estimated 11 million Americans 
with incomes below 138 percent of 
the federal poverty level currently 
have coverage for mental health 
and substance use disorders 
made available through Medicaid 
expansion plans. The AHCA will strip 
the requirement that these plans 
cover essential health benefits, which 
include mental health, substance use 
and behavioral health services. And 
those who have private insurance and 
don’t qualify for key ACA provisions 
could see their premiums go up 
by as much as 200 percent if they 
are already suffering from a mental 
illness. For people struggling with

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substance abuse, the increase could 
be as high as 500 percent. 


This is a war on mental health. Without 
a comprehensive bipartisan strategy to 
aggressively address mental illness, the 
United States is going to suffer greatly. 
The opioid epidemic is just one terrifying 
symptom of our already failing system. 


Crime will certainly become worse as 
mental health continues to decline. 


A healthy mind is the most valuable 
resource we have for survival as a species 
and our only hope to mitigate suffering 
globally. When the best people we have 
are taking their own lives, it should be 
obvious where our focus should be. 


Playing Tag

There are many issues facing the 
United States today. Russia, North 
Korea, Iran, nuclear proliferation, 
opiate addiction, Isis, same-sex 
marriages, marijuana laws, and 
confusing bathroom issues are all 
subjects I am prepared to solve. 


The issue that is currently paramount 
in my world is closer to home. 


There are 122 different license tags 
available to motorists in the state of 
Florida. I have run the math on it and 
have discovered that this is 121 too 
many tags. 


License tags should serve one purpose. 
Identification. Law enforcement officers 
rely on license tags for all kinds of 
things. They used to be easy to read, 
and at a quick glance, allowed officers 
to at least know in which state a vehicle 
was registered. 


Florida offers 46 tags representing 
charitable organizations. Thirty-six are 
collegiate. Sixteen are for sports groups. 
Fourteen are for law enforcement and 
military. Six are for environmental 
agencies, and four are for arts and 
education. 


There are tags to “Stop Heart Disease” 
and for “Hispanic Achievers.” There 
are tags for “Lauren’s Kids,” “Protect 
Florida Whales” (we certainly need 
to, we don’t have many), “A State of 
Vision,” “Support Home Ownership 
for All” and “Trees Are Cool”. There are 
tags for colleges you didn’t even know 
we had. 


There should be only one. And I don’t 
care what it looks like. 


The issue of personalized tags is a 
little different. They wouldn’t make it 
too difficult to read if they were on a 
uniform tag. But the idea of someone 
spending extra money to let the world 
know that “IMSEXY” or “IBHOT” or 


“IMA10” is confounding. 


Those determinations are best left to 
outside observers. In my experience, 
the drivers of cars with declarations 
like those are generally neither sexy, 
hot nor “10s.” And if they’re “HORNY,” 
there’s probably a reason. It would be 
more valuable to know what county a 
vehicle is registered in than to know 
that it’s owner is “NTOSEX.” 


In the old days, tags were numbered 
in order of a county's population. It 
was a great travel game to try to learn 
the different counties in Alabama or 
Georgia or Florida. 


Now, children have to be distracted 
to keep them from trying to decipher 
risqué personalized tags. 


There is the argument that the state 
derives extra monies from the sale of 
these tags. 


Well, if there is one thing this state is 
good at—through tolls and taxes and 
fees—it’s figuring out new, arcane 
ways of raising money. This is only 
necessary because the state of Florida 
is equally good at coming up with 
ridiculous new ways to spend the 
money, particularly regarding unique 
ways of luring unsuspecting visitors to 
the tourist traps available within this 
peninsula. 


I am not, nor have I ever been, a 
representative of law enforcement 
agencies of any kind. I have never 
heard a sheriff's department request 
uniformity of license tags. But if was 
involved in a high-speed chase of a 
suspected felon, I’d want to know, at 
a glance, if the license tag was from 
Florida or Wyoming or Texas. I’m 
requesting that this issue be dealt with 
expeditiously.

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Simplified headlines the second annual Bay Bash at Lucy Buffett's LuLu’s in Destin Sunday, June 11.

Simplified is headlining LuLu’s 
Bay Bash, celebrating the Destin 
restaurant’s second anniversary, 
Sunday, June 11. The family-friendly 
event features music, kids’ activities 
and more, starting at 11 a.m. 


Lead guitarist Chris Sheridan looks 
forward to coming back to the area, 
the band having previously played at 
Funky Blues Shack and Harbor Docks. 
“Having been around for 15 years 
or so, we probably have toured and 
played in Florida more than any other 
state besides our home state of North 
Carolina,” he says. 


The band’s roots took hold in 2002 
when Sheridan and lead vocalist Clee

Laster began performing together as 
an acoustic duo. The current lineup 
includes Laster (vocals and acoustic 
guitar), Sheridan, Drew Cyphers 
(keyboards and percussion), Justin 
Powell (bass), and Adam Mann (drums).

(saxophone) and Phill Howe (trumpet) 
play with the band whenever possible. 


The band has another connection to 
Destin. “Our bass player, who has 
been with us since 2013, is from 
Destin,” says Sheridan. “He just 
moved back there last year, so we have 
members all over.” 


So how did a band from North Carolina 
tap into an island-based sound? 
“When Clee and I got together, we 
talked about what kind of music we 
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wanted to do,” says Sheridan. “Clee 
grew up in Myrtle Beach, and I think 
the beach thing has been a big part 
of his life in general. I grew up in 
Michigan on the lakes where there is 
an island life mentality.

Even with members scattered, 
Sheridan says the writing process has 
an open door policy.

PROFILE: I was raised in the Florida 
Panhandle my entire life.

Imet my husband when I was 
14, we got married when I was 18, 
and we have three very busy outdoor 
country kids. I tried lots of different 
jobs—waitressing, bank teller, I went 
to hair school. I got my real estate 
license at one point. I’m sure the list 
could continue, but basically nothing 
stuck until I figured out what I was 
really supposed to do, and that was 
music. 


I was in my mid-20s when I started 
to learn that I could sing. I had major 
stage fright, like really bad, but Ihave 
a pretty obsessive personality and if I 
want to do something, I will typically 
figure it out. I sang at church some 
to very gracious people—even when I 
would bomb, they would continue to 
encourage me. I learned new lessons 
every time and realized my deep 
revelation to overcome my fear. 


My sister got a pink glitter electric 
guitar for Christmas one year that 
she was completely uninterested in. 
I fell in love with it, and it made me 
want to learn to play. With my belly all 
giant pregnant with my second child 
and a one-year-old running around, 
I was learning guitar late at night 
or between naps and laundry loads 
during the day. 


I still have a love/hate relationship 
with guitar. I eventually learned 
piano, a little bit of mandolin, and 
my favorite is probably playing the 
ukulele. With no background playing 
instruments and the attention span of 
a five-year-old, it has been a fun thing 
to explore and learn. 


I started writing songs after I learned a 
few chords. I was going through a lot of 
heartache at the time, and it became 
an outlet for me that didn’t know I 
needed. I still continue to learn and 
grow at the ever-evolving songwriting 
craft. I love it. Sometimes I write from 
a very personal standpoint, the very 
depth of all I ever feel—good, bad, 
funny or heartbreaking, it’s right there 
clearly in that song. 


Others may be just observations of 
people and things around me. I like to 
write about life. “Unplugged” is one of 
my favorites—don’t we all want a date 
cell phone-free sometimes? I have a 
song called “Story” about living in a 
small town and how people run their 
mouths too much, telling stories that 
aren’t theirs to tell.

It’s been 
a rollercoaster—scary, fulfilling, 
exhausting and exhilarating all at 
the same time. The music business is 
geared toward very young artists, not 
moms with three kids in tow. But I feel 
like there is a whole world of people 
like me who didn’t quite figure life 
out until they tried it all and one day 
got the guts to give the crazy dream 
a whirl. 


Over the last year, I have had all 
kinds of opportunities I never would 
have thought possible so quickly, but 
I do juggle these awesome musical 
adventures with my kids and their 
schedules. I finished my first radio 
interview and headed straight to 
the ballpark to coach a softball 
game. I performed two nights at 
the 2016 Mullet Festival, but it was 
Homecoming at the school, so it was

One minute I was doing the mom 
thing, the next I was backstage with 
awesome people and two feet from 
Justin Moore. I know I’m not the first 
or only one who has their kids and 
their hustle, but for me it all kind of 
runs together.

It’s Bowlegs Time! Ay;

This month, pirates run amok in 
the city of Fort Walton Beach for the 
annual three-day tradition known as 
the Billy Bowlegs Pirate Festival. The 
festival has taken place every year since 
1955, and this year’s festivities kick off 
the summer starting Friday, June 2. 
The Billy Bowlegs Torchlight Parade is 
Monday, June 5. 


The origins of the Billy Bowlegs Festival 
date back to 1953, when the Fort Walton 
Beach Recreation Department created 
a water-ski show to give local residents 
and tourists something to enjoy over the 
Labor Day weekend. The show was held 
in Cinco Bayou and was a big hit with 
those in attendance. The next year, the 
event was handed to over to the local 
Jaycees who were in their first year of 
existence. 


The 1954 event included a ski show, 
parade, fish fry, and dance at the 
community center. In 1955, the Jaycees 
had the idea of a festival based on the 
Gasparilla Festival in Tampa, the largest 
and oldest pirate festival in Florida. 
The Jaycees decided the festival would 
center on a pirate theme. 


They chose the notorious and legendary 
William Augustus Bowles as their 
patron pirate. Bowles’ nickname was 
Captain Billy Bowlegs, and he was a 
pirate of controversial authenticity 
whose alleged dastardly deeds were 
widespread throughout the waters. 


Members of the Jaycees grew beards 
and wore costumes made for the 
invasion of the city by Bowlegs and his 
pirate crew. On Labor Day that year, the 
pirates landed at the Fort Walton Beach 
Yacht Club to the delight of thousands 
of locals and visitors alike. 


Also in 1955, a Krewe of Bowlegs was 
created based on the idea of the Krewe 
of Mardi Gras in Mobile. This group 
created a charter and decided to be 
ambassadors to promote Fort Walton 
Beach around the country. The Krewe 


of Bowlegs served as the only official 
ambassadors/tourist promoters for 
Fort Walton Beach until the Tourist 
Development Council was started in 
1990. 


The Jaycees, together with a small 
group of merchants, also decided 
to choose from their membership a 
Captain Billy Bowlegs as the reigning 
pirate of the three-day festival. The 
first Captain Billy was downtown retail 
merchant Nathan Fleet, who played the 
role so well that he was asked to do it 
again in 1956. 


In 1968, the Greater Fort Walton 
Beach Chamber of Commerce took 
over the organization of the Billy 
Bowlegs Festival. The festival was then 
changed from an end of summer event 
to a kickoff of summer celebration the 
first weekend in June. Over the years, 
many activities have been added to the 
festival, including treasure hunts for 
both children and adults, fireworks, and 
a bigger, more elaborate pirate landing 
where the Mayor of Fort Walton Beach 
attempts to defend the city. 


Former Mayor Mike Anderson was 
defeated by Captain Billy every year he 
was in office. Anderson tried everything 
to beat the pirates, enlisting the 
help of the Fort Walton Beach Police 
Department, military units from Eglin, 
and local children. But it was to no avail. 


And how will the new mayor deal with 
Bowlegs and his Krewe? “I cannot 
reveal my ‘big’ plan in advance, lest that 
dastardly pirate Captain Bowlegs get 
wind of it,” says Dick Rynearson. “I will 
say, however, that as a former bomber 
pilot and weapons test engineer, I do 
have a ‘ig’ plan, and the city will not 
go down easily.” 


Captain Billy Bowlegs and his Krewe 
arrive at the Fort Walton Beach 
Landing Friday evening.

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DeFuniak Springs’ Lakeside Hospital back in the day.

Lakeside Hospital was first established in DeFuniak 
Springs as a clinic by Dr. Ralph Spires in 1938. 
He was responsible for bringing modern medical 
practices to this area of Florida when he originally 
built the clinic and then expanded it in partnership 
with Dr. Edgar Myers with the addition of a second 
floor a few years later making it a hospital purportedly 
with the first elevator installed between Tallahassee 
and Jacksonville. 


Many personnel joined Dr. Spires and Dr. Myers 
over the years in providing quality medical care. The 
hospital closed in 1972 when more modern facilities 
were built in the area. Over the years, the attractive 
building served a variety of purposes such as dental- 
medical offices and a family residence. 


Unfortunately, the facility fell into disrepair when it 
was vacated. 


In 2013, the original Lakeside Hospital at 1290 
Circle Drive was purchased by Florida Chautauqua 
Association, a nonprofit organization. Every year, 
the Florida Chautauqua holds a four-day program 
to bring educational programs and speakers to 
DeFuniak Springs. 
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The Assembly program commemorates the early 
history of the Chautauqua movement in America, 
which had begun in New York. DeFuniak Springs 
was the second permanent Chautauqua location, 
beginning in 1884-1885 and bringing education to 
rural communities. At its height, more than 3,000 
Chautauquas existed throughout the country. 


When the Florida Chautauqua moved into the former 
Lakeside Hospital building, cleanup of the facility and 
the most needed of repairs were completed thanks 
to the hard work and dedication of then-president 
Chris Mitchell, secretary Freida Thibodeau, historian 
Robert Daniel, chairman Dennis Ray and some 
dedicated community volunteers. 


But time and the ravages of inclement weather 
have taken a toll on the building, particularly the 
roof and drainage systems. Despite fundraisers and 
the small amount of revenue generated from yearly 
Chautauqua programs, enough money has not been 
raised to put a new roof on the building. 


With an improving economy, Florida’s Department 
of State has limited available funds for historic 
preservation, and Florida Chautauqua is in the 
process of applying for a grant to be able to puta 
new roof on the former Lakeside Hospital building. 
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However, state grants have financial requirements. 
Most communities receiving grants have to raise 50 
percent of the money that they are requesting in a grant. 
DeFuniak Springs is fortunate to be recognized as a REDI 
community (Rural Economic Development Initiative- 
eligible county) and only has to raise 10 percent. 


Estimates for a new roof, gutters, soffit, fascia, rafter 
repair and replacement on the building have started 
to come in, and additional estimates are still being 
sought. The Special Category Grant that is being 
written needs to be completed by early June. 


Funds to meet the 10 percent threshold are sought 
to help meet the minimal requirement for the 
grant. Donations can be made online at gofundme. 
com/2fxhx7ak, or checks made out to Florida 
Chautauqua can be dropped off at or mailed to the 
Little Big Store, located at 35 8th Street. Store hours 
are 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through Saturday. 


For those who would like to take a tour of the building 
or drop off a check, Florida Chautauqua is open 
Monday through Thursday from 9 a.m. to noon. Many 
delight in a visit to the hospital where thousands of 
babies—now grown adults—were delivered.

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Food + Beverage > Dining with Bruce Collier 
Love the Food =~ and the View = on the Boardwalk 


In a race to get one last unobstructed 
look at the white beaches before 
Memorial Day, my family and I drove 
to FoWal mere days before the holiday 
weekend. We ate an early dinner at The 
Black Pearl Island Grill, one of several 
businesses and dining establishments 
fronting the Gulf at the Boardwalk on 
Okaloosa Island. It was the last day of 
kindergarten for my daughter Grace 
(the Tiny Diner), and she was ready to 
party like a six year old. 


Black Pearl is inside the Boardwalk 
building, a short flight of stairs up. 
The restaurant is basically a rectangle, 
with a bar to the immediate right of the 
entrance, an inside dining room, and 
an open-air dining area with spacious 
frame windows looking onto the beach 
(with the fishing pier off to the right). 
There are awnings in case it rains or 
the wind kicks up. The night we ate 
there it was brisk enough not to need 
air conditioning, and TD could call out 
to passersby. Like I said, teacher had 
let the monkeys out. 


The interior is wood-paneled, with a 
blue, brick red and blond wood color 
scheme. The walls are decorated with 
marine life and photos of coastal days 
gone by. There’s an overhead fan 
system that looks like lazily moving 
hand-held palm fans (instead of 
propellers), and there are oars and 
other nautical knickknacks hung here 
and there. 


We had two servers, a trainee and a 
trainer. They brought menus, got the 
drink orders, brought two hot loaves 
of bread with an olive oil, herb and 
vinegar dip, and left us to decide. 


My wife ordered a pina colada (I was 
designated driver), and Grace was 
delighted when her order of orange juice 
on the rocks came out from the bar. 


Black Pearl features some reduced- 
price Sunset Specials from 4 to 6 p.m., 
with entrees from $9.99 up to $16.49, 
ranging from a mixed fish and seafood 
platter to filet medallions. We decided 
to go for the main menu. 


The restaurant offers starters, salads 
and soups, chicken and pork, po’ boys, 
combo platters, Premium beef, and 
a long list of fish and shellfish main 
courses. 


We opened with blackened grouper 
cheeks, served atop mounds of black- 
eyed peas and a spicy aioli. There were 
three cheeks, each about the size of 
a generous medallion of pork, with 
a firm, flavorful bite. The peas had a 
sweet, earthy taste, kicked up by the 
aioli. 


Other apps included shrimp bruschetta, 
conch fritters, fried cheese triangles, 
fried calamari, bacon-wrapped scallops, 
mushrooms stuffed with crab and 
goat cheese, spicy tuna roll, coconut 
grouper and shrimp ceviche, salads 
and vegetarian black bean soup. 


TD got crazy and ordered a hamburger 
(what can I say?). I had my eye on the 
Caribbean jerk-rubbed ahi tuna seared 
rare with spinach and new potatoes, 
and my wife stayed with her evening’s 
theme, choosing grouper en pappillote 
(moist-cooked in parchment) with crab 
and shrimp, grilled vegetables and 
coconut rice.

Thick chunks of rare tuna with a spicy 
rub are next to godliness, and the soy- 
pineapple reduction worked with both 
the fish and the tender spinach and 
potatoes. It was simple and satisfying. 
The parchment-baked grouper, crab 
and shrimp were succulent and the 
vegetables well caramelized. About my 
only criticism was that the coconut 
sauce served with the rice was too 
thick to pour. 


Other menu choices included Gulf 
shrimp served fried, grilled or jerk- 
style, shrimp or grouper po’ boys, 
shrimp and grits, sirloin, filet, ribeye, 
or braised beef short ribs, mojo pork 
chop, fried chicken, chicken piccata, 
chipotle chicken pasta, Dungeness 
crab, gulf snapper, lobster mac and 
cheese, chicken fried snapper, scallops 
St. Croix (blackened with bacon 
marmalade), Maine lobster, Caribbean 
pistachio-crusted white fish, and fried, 
broiled or steamed seafood platters and 
surf-and-turf combos. 
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It was just TD and I for dessert. We 
chose a rich but fluffy chocolate bread 
pudding with whipped cream. She 
dropped out after a few bites, and I 
polished off the rest. Other desserts 
that night were creme brulee and key 
lime pie. 


Our trainee server did a fine job that 
night, handling teasing from a French 
diner at another table about not having 
tasted the wine the man had ordered 
(the kid was 20, and obeying the law), 
and rescuing another diner who didn’t 
know what “balsamic” was. 


By the time we left, the crowds were 
thickening, and folks were coming in 
off the beach for a drink and a bite on 
the Boardwalk. Those who chose the 
Black Pearl did the right thing.
